We have plenty of merchants, 
clerks, lawyers, doctors and preachers 
to do twice the business there is in the 
county. We need workers—men who 
put -brain in their motions, and 
strength in their blows, and to such, 
we can offer the highest inducements. 
To the other classes we can only offer 


dull times and sinal! profits.

CHINESE OR WHITE LABOR. 


There is considerable feeling mani- 
fested all over Western Nevada at the 
proposition. of the V.&T. R. R. to 
employ Chinese labor on the Bodie 
branch. Corporations have no souls, 
and there is little reason to doubt that 
if the work can be dune more cheaply 
by one class of labor than another, the 
company will adopt that which will 
cost the least. We sincerely hope 
that Mr. Yerington will make no mis- 
take in favor of the foreigner. If there 
is any doubt, we hope he will give white 
labor the benefit of it. There are 
large numbers of idle mon in the 
state who would be giad to putina 
summer's work, at wages that would 
make them cheaper in the end than 
Chinamen. Outcide of this, there is 
avery strong prejudice growibg up 
against the practice of giving China- 
men work and letting white men go 
hungry. While every man bas a right 
to manage his own business in his 
own way, yet it would be the part of 
wisdom, and it is our duty to tell 
them so, for capitalists to pay some 
attention to this universal sentiment. 
We do not want ang sand lotsin Ne- 
veda, and there need be none, if the 
rich will make even trifling conces- 
sions to the laboring classes.

RAILROAD FAILURES. 


The general impression’that rail- 
roads are rich is not well-founded. 
Therich ones are the exceptions in- 
stead of therule. A late member of 
the Railway Age says: “The year 
1879 witnessed the winding up of 
more railway companies than any pre- 
vioug year, and more than twice as 
many as our record showed for 1876. 
Seventy-five roads, representi a 
nominal investment of $243,000,000, 
were sold under foreclosure, The fol-
